“Ten Years in Japan’, the latest 
book of Joseph C. Grew, former Am- 
erican Ambassador to Japan, is a 
MUST for the well-informed.

World War II. 

If your knowledge of Japan and 
Japanese has been limited to hu- 
morous stories complete with a full 
set of sibilants, the book will give 
you an insight into Japanese life 
and psychology. This will lead to a 
better understanding of the prob- 
lems faced both as to the prosecu- 
tion of the war and the basis of 
peace to follow. 

It is one of those rare volumes 
in which style and content have 
a Magnetic pull that holds you from 
preface to finis. 

With the cataclysmic changes in 
cabinet—premiere the reading of 
Mr. Grew’s book is even more en- 
sential.
